1. Rloberd ROOOOH, of Berlln-Welssentee, durlottenborceretraase 
108 (Bnselan Baotor), vae aotlve fron Joljr 1945 to fobmary 1947 aa 
an afant for the MVD at Berlln-lfeiaaenaee, Oroaae See Strhaae 113 - 
He aaa bom 17 Jannary 1895 at Qrleaen, Krela Oletiko (Baat Rmaala). 
After eolnnteerlag for the firat ffarld War, he entered the pblloa, 
aerrlog mat of the tim In Berlin, ahere he roae to the raidi of 
PoUaeloberlnapektor (equlralart to Major). Ha aaa tranaferred to 
the haadqnartera of the Qeatapo, Prlna Albreohtatraaae In Maroh 1933, 
and aerred with the Qeatapo until Ita dlaaolvtlon in 1945. Bla flelda 
of activity iPlth the Qeatapo included aaaiatlnf in aetti^ up tiie 
Reglatry, aorklnc In the cultural aectlon, the rellgioua affaire 
branch, protective euatody branch, and finally in 17 A 6 b, political 
infbrmtioa. After hldins in the aeat for three nontha, he returned 
to Berlin in iPnne 1945 and haa been «q>loyed by different firm aa 
laborer and mnnal eorker. 



2« Arreated teelve tinea in the courae of the laat teo yaara, 
he aaa firat picked up on 10 Jbly 1945 and taken to the MVD office 
nantionad above. (Reft Berlin BIB 275*<A, 14 May 1946) On the fol> j 

loeing day he algnad the cnatoaary pledge (to undertake Inveatigatlona 
of a police natum for the Bed Amy) the uaual oato of aecreoy, and 
received the code nam GQBXAV. Subaequent arreata of ROOQOM rare | 

Bade by variooa Buaalan agenelea and by the Qeman police, but he 
effected hla iamdlate releaae each tim by referrl^ to nla vorklng I 

for MVD Meiaaenaee, and each tine uanally elttioat checking on the I 

veraci^ of hla atateaant. Once he vaa arreated by Ruaalana In clvl- 
lian clothea, vho.took bin to M7D An Ktofergraben, interrogated hla j 

and auggeated hla vorklng for then. |

3* Snbject'a firat aaelgnaent, given hla by Lt. 1B8C&0V of 
lelaaenaee. vaa to trace all Qeatapo offlcera known to hln, with ad- 
dreaaea ana pveaent activltlea. Bla reporta led to the awaeqtont 
arreata of varlona fomer Qeatapo offlolala. lb contraat. hla next . 
aaaignnent vaa to fumiah feporta on pubUc opinion, eapeeially on 
any anti>Sovlet feeling, firat in the factory in toich he vaa than j 

working and later in Meiaaenaee in general. According to Subject, ] 

he entered into eonveraatlon with the local reataurateura on econonle |

4. m Septanber 1945 Lt. XB8CH07 aent ROQQOR to the prlacner of ! 

war cawp Ruederadorf , where he waa to find out toethar 88 offlcera : 

or Qeatapo offleiala were living there. Stoject waa taken to the . \ 

eagap by ear, put into a aoloier'a unlfom, and assigned to one of the 
eawp ooapaulaa, althonid^ he reaalnsd directly under the orders of toe 
canp Deputy Coamandant and did not have to do any work as did the other j 

oanp Inmtes. instead, ROQQOH noved freely atout the canp and visited I 

all the barracks, all the rooan used for billets or work, and all 
labor sites, and had a good look at all the laaates in tm caag>. I 

After four days in the canpi b* **• collected by ear and retomed to 
Berlin, m hla report, be gave a deaorlption of the oanpv the nuWber | 

of Inmtea, broken down Into categories, the canp routine. Tkiable to | 
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loeate anjr 88 or Qestapo pers<»iwl in the canp. he was able to report 
on the presenoe there of ona fomer police offielal. XB8CB0V «as 
satisfied witti the report and paid bia agent the stm of Bl 500. 

5* Ssaedlstely aftereard, in October 1945« subject uas attachad 
to Captain SXIIRIIf, ihoae particnlar interest at that tine lay in tra- 
cing 88 officers aM Gestapo officials In higher positions. He ms 
less interested in ninor officials and in minor Iasi party functlcm- 
arles. BOGGOH supplied SKDRH with several reports on the nature of 
work of the heads of Gestapo Referate and Abtellungen. Then ha ms 
asked for a list of all Gestapo officials known to hlmt although he 
had already prepared a similar list for Lt. 1ESCH07. Thent on the 
basis of his list, he had to investigate the present whereabouts of 
the persons mentioned. The results mre negative, since all the 
persons nuitloned had fled to the klestei*n Occupation' Zones, according 
to source. 

6. About the middle of Hovenber 1945 ROGGOX was transferred again, 
to a Captain 01VAK07 (RIR 275-A). whom SKDR2R introduced to subject. 
ROQGOH's work for OIVAK07 was not eonspicuoualy successful. He 
checked again on the addresses of former Gestapo officials known to 
him. He investigated persons (once as far afield as Uagdeburg) whose 
names DI7AK07 stqtplied, most of them active Rasls and functlonalres. 

He checked the political records of lelssensee businessmen. He made 
traces on SA and Kripo personnel. He 'volunteered Infometlcm on 88 
officers. Some of his reports led to the arrest of people D17AK0T 
was interested in. Host of this work ms done while subject ms free 
from his regular job, and the material returns from the Russians were 
proportionally meager. His greatest reward seems to ba've been from 
his unsuccessful jaunt to Ha^eburg, for ahlcb 01TAK07 paid h'lw rm 
100 for his expenses, plus a loaf at bread and a package of cigarettes. 

7> About the end of Rbvember 1946, subject was attached to work 
for.HSjor SBAI07, still with the same Helasensee office. Hbmver, 
subject received no special orders from SBAH07 but ms told once again 
to trace his former ooUeaguss and to in'vestlgate former 88 officers 
and Gestapo officials. fUrtbermore, subject did not see SBAR07 again, 
who was absent of trips, but met his secretary CLARA, who had also 
been DI7AK07's secretary. 

8. ROGQOll was called to the U7D offices at the ezid of January 
1947 and ms told by CLARA that he would again have a new chief. 

Major SBAR07 bad left Berlin, she declared, and so she to<dt him to a 
Captain AUZAH07. Possibly not briefed, ALKZAH07 asked ROGGOH wfisre 
he had previously been working. ROOGOR told of his Gestapo experience, 
and ALCAH07 immediately requested a report on Gestapo officials who 
had worked together with subject. ROGGOH wrote for two hours and 
ocmpleted the report then and there. When he was leaving, ALXXAH07 
ordered bln to submit public opinion reports on the attitwe of the 
population tomrd the Soviet occupation, on the basis of observations 
carried out in ^e Russian Sector of Berlin. ALKXAN07 insisted tbe 
first report be delivered by 5 February; since subject **knew he bad 
been a Gestapo official'*; be was threatened with arrest and internment 
If he did not submit a positive report. Subject replied that he would 
make out the report to the beat of his ability and knowledge, but he 
also deelarsd hs would nsed money in order to make contacts in cafes 
and restaurants. ALK7AH07 gave subject RM 100. 

9. For 13 February 1947 ALEZAN07.want^ a report on^an^Soi^et 

among the population, complete with names of individuals 
eiq>resslng them. These Investigations mre not very auecsssfal; subject 
reported that cafe babltuses became silent and very guarded In their 
conversation when a stranger approached. Whan ROGGOH reported ^hls, 
AUOAH07 angrily called subject a liar, declared hs himself knew publle 
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opinion batter than that, and Insisted snbjaet subnlt decant reports. 

10. On the next meeting, on 21 febmary 19^7, ALKXAIIOT again lost 
his taller, beating the table with clenched fists and shouting idien 
subjoet siind.tted an "unsatisfactory* report. He asked whether subject 
was milling to tell the "pure truth", or whether he bad no interest 

la his work, Ihen ILmHOV finally calmed down, he asked BOOQOS If 
be could glee bln Imedlately the names of all agents who had worked 
for hls former colleagues In the Gestapo. BOGGON had to raply that 
he bad beeh an adnlnlstratlwe officer, and had had nothing to do with 
' agents .ALKXUlOT shouted again that he knew from ejq>erlence that each 
Gestapo official ran an agent, froe whom be received reports. Be 
looked BOQOOH Into an adjoining room for two hours, cane In six times 
to beat B0Q6QH, asking him each tine If he ware ready to tell the 
truth. BOOGOn told him finally that be would do everything he could 
to traoe tbeae agents, but that be would have to be able to consult 
two Xrlpo officials In the Gestapo religious affairs refsrat for agent 
names. ttXXUKn finally consented to release BOGQOH, telling him to 
report back three days later with a list of all Gestapo officials who 
ran agents, and names of all agents plus their present addresses. 

11. . Since subject knew that ho could not possibly fulfill this 
request, he moved bis wife axil too sons to the hone of relatives In 
the Anerleatt Sector (Barlln-Heu Boelln, Welchselstrasse 20, 0/0 DIBHB) 
and placed himself at the disposal pf the British Police. In first 
fright be asked the British for support, assistance and protection 
against Interference from the UVD. Two days later he wrote a formal 
letter of applleatlon for enploysient as an agent for the British In 
treeing war erlminals and criminals against humanity.
